The elections originally scheduled by 
the Associated Students of Sacramento 
State College (ASSSC) were off-again on- 
again Wednesday and Thursday of this 
week as the ASSSC Board of Justice ruled 
the elections illegal Tuesday afternon. 

This decision was over-ridden by SSC 
Acting-President Otto Butz, who ruled 
there was an “unjustified interference 
with properly established and regular 
student election procedures” and request- 
ed that the elections be held as scheduled. 
Butz ‘“‘regretfully’’ announced his decision 
to a large assemblage of candidates and 
protagonists Tuesday at 6:20 p.m. in his 
second-floor office. 

At a subsequent 9 p.m. meeting in 
Alice’s Restaurant on the SSC campus, 
Steve Whitmore, ASSSC president, em- 
phatically told candidates and other stu- 
dents: ‘‘Tomorrow’s election will be an 
administrative election.’ Whitmore, with 
the backing of those present, agreed to 
circulate a petition statement urging stu~- 
dents not to vote inthe April ‘‘administra- 
tion’’ election. 

As the petitions circulated around the 
SSC campus Wednesday, it was apparent 
by the number of signatures that many 
students agreed with Whitmore’s stand 
against Otto Butz. The petition read in 
part: 
“Acting as the chief executive officer 
of the ASSSC, | formally and officially 
vetoed the decision of the coordinator 
as provided for in our constitution.”” 
Whitmore was referring to Donna Bied- 
soe, SSC student election coordinator. 
Miss Bledsoe, after reading Dr. Butz’s 
edict Tuesday evening and listening to 
arguments from candidates, declared, 
*4 will hold the elections.”’ 


Another decision 


Wednesday turned out to be another 
day of decisions. Butz, ina letter to 
the members of the ASSSC Board of 
Justice, said, ‘1 am herewith petitioning 
you to reverse your decision of yester- 
day, April 21, that the student body 
elections scheduled for April 22 and 23 
be post poned.”” 

The response to Butz’s petition was 
not long coming. A few hours later on 
Wednesday, the Board of Justice issued 
the following bulletin: ‘The petition of 
Dr. Butz incorporates legal principle and, 
‘ . it is perfectly acceptable to the 
undersigned. The restraining order is 
hereby revoked.”’ 

The “undersigned”’ included associate 
justices John Hollenback and Walter Boise. 
Absent was James W. Brown, chief justice 
and signer of Tuesday's Board of Justice 
decision, whic this decision overruled. 

Did this lat:st two-signature decision 
by the Board of Justice, a four-member 
board, constitute an official act of the 
ASSSC? Opposing factions said no. This 
particular issue Is still undecided. 

Also undecided at this point is whether

the Wednesday Board of Justice decision 
is any more valid than the Tuesday Board 
of Justice decision. ‘If you recognize 
the validity of this second decision, then 
you must also recognize the validity of 
the first decision, which said there will 
be no election (in April),"" challenged 
Whitmore. 


Beginning of confusion 


The entire election snafu apparently 
started on Tuesday noon, when the Board 
of Judicial Appeal -- Dean of Students 
Donald W. Bailey, Robert J. Jagiello, 
assistant professor of police science, and 
student Lorenzo Patino -- overruled a 
Monday Board of Justice decision. In 
‘Scott Burns vs. ASSSC Elections Board,”’ 
the Board of Judicial Appeal wrote: *‘The 
petitioner is appealing his disqualification 
by the ASSSC elections coordinator on the 
grounds that the section of the ASSSC 
Constitution that prohibits him from run- 
ning for office is, in effect, discriminating 
towards him and members of his class.” 

The appeal court went on to maintain: 
‘We believe that the philosophy of Article 
Hl dealing with membership in the associ- 
ation, including full-time and part-time 
students, does provide for maximum par- 
ticipation. 

“The constitution provides for other 
qualifications for office that insure that 
only qualified candidates will run. To 
judge a person’s qualifications on the 
basis of whether he is a full-time or a 
part-time student the semester before 
he runs for office after he has already 
completed the required sixty units of 
college credit, we believe, is discrimi- 
natory. We reverse the decision of the 
Board of Justice and direct the election 
coordinator to certify him (Burns) as a 
qualified candidate.” 

Chief Justice Patino and concurring 
Associate Justice Jagiello signed the 
judgment. 

Their decision tasted only hours before 
it was reversed by the Board of Justice. 
In part, the Board of Justice decision 
read: 

“In view of the decision of ASSSC 
Board of Judicial Appeal on the case of 
Burns vs. ASSSC Election Board: the 
Board of Justice of the ASSSC finds the 
ongoing campaign and upcoming election 
to be in violation of the Constitution of 
the ASSSC. 

*“We therefore enjoin the Executive 
Branch of the ASSSC from allowing the 
election to be held as scheduled. We 
further instruct the Executive Branch to 
begin anew the entire electoral process 
beginning with the filing for candidacy 
on Monday, April 27, 1970.” 


Short-lived decision 


That decisicn, too, was destined to be 
short-lived. Dr. Butz stepped in and 
exercised his “final responsibility, as 
Acting President, for the maintenance of 
proper procedures in the conducting of 
the affairs of the college, | am hereby 
taking the following actions.

“4 am over-riding the opinion of the 
Student Board of Judicial Appeal . . . I 
am taking this action on two principal 
grounds: (1) That this opinion of the 
(Board of Appeals), changing, as it would, 
the qualifications and ground rules for the 
upcoming election, is inconsistent with 
the (ASSSC) statute, section Ill, number 
V, that ‘Amendments to the (election) 
code shall not be made during a cam- 
paign, i.c., during the period between 
the time that petitions for an election 
are made available and the time when 
the election is held and results are an- 
nounced.” 

*(2) That the eligibility of part-time 
students for student body offices (a term 
which the Board of Judicial Appeal does 
not further define and which couid there- 
fore include students taking as few as 
three units at the college) would be in- 
consistent with the recent directive of 
the Board of Trustees . . . that eligibility 
for student body offices requires ‘reason- 
able progress’ toward an educational goal.’ 
‘Reasonable progress’ in this sense has 
at (SSC) and elsewhere traditionally been 
understood to involve enroliment in 12 
units.”” , 

The immediate reaction to Butz’s de- 
cision to dictate to student government 
were mixed. Scott Burns, who apparently 
is the immediate loser if the President's 
ruling stands, argued: *] was denied 
due-process.”” 

Joe Hay, candidate for president, said 
he essentially supported Butz’s decision. 
“4 feel an appeal was made by a sufficient 
number of students to warrant his action 
in this case.”’ He further contended that 


he did not want the issues to get out of 
SSC hands and into the California State

SPECIAL BULLETIN: Word comes 
from the ASSSC offices that the con- 
troversial elections that were held Wed- 
nesday and Thursday have been 
invalidated completely with all parties 
concerned concurring in the decision. 
Elections Coordinator Donna Bledsoe said 
that due to inequities in the technical 
running of the election, a new election 
will be held next week on Wednesday 
and Thursday. 

The overriding reason behind this 
decision lies in claims that next year's 
student body officers would not be legiti- 
mate. The new election will insure the 
legitimacy of next year’s student govern- 
ment. 

It was stressed that no candidates will 
gain or lose by this decision. Rules for 
next week’s election state that there will 
be no new expenditures by the candidates, 
there will be no new candidates, and the 
present list of candidates will appear on 
next week's ballot.

Election feud rages: 
constitution is issue 


The controversy raging this week at SSC over 
the issue of campus elections brought many sincere 
and eloquent spokesmen into the fray. 


The arguments presented by both sides deserved 
serious consideration. It is unfortunate a ‘‘victory”’ 
for both factions could not have been worked out. 
(Because of the Hornet’s early deadline, it is con- 
ceivable a compromise will be worked out after this 
writing.) 


Dr. Butz, we feel, was sincere when he said he 
regretfully took action to override the Student Board 
of Judicial Appeai and insure that elections continue 
according to ASSSC Statute III. Section V of this 
statute states that ‘‘during the period between the 
time that petitions for an election are made available 
and the time when the election is held and the results 
are announced,’’ no changes shall be made. 


The students’ own constitution, Article VI, Section 

specifically states that candidates for elective 
offices.must carry 12 units. In the same constitu- 
tion, Article Il, Section 2, it states that all full-time 
and part-time students shall be entitled to hold ASSSC 
ofiice ‘‘according to law."’ This is confusing. The 
law of the United States or the law of the Associated 
Students?

It is on this ambiguous point that the Board of 
sudicial Appeal based their decision to allow Scott 
Burns to be a qualified candidate. The Board felt 
that the philosophy dealing with full and part-time 
students should provide for maximum participation 
even though the 12-unit regulation limits candidates. 


The fault seems to lie directly in the ASSSC 
Constitution. If the Constitution were not contra- 
dictory, perhaps this mess would not have occurred. 


We feel that whoever is finally elected to student 
government offices owes it to the students of this 
campus to take steps to prevent a repeat of the 
debacle we are now witnessing. 
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Administration’s role clarified 


Editor, the Hornet: 

In an attempt to clarify the role 
of the administration in the student 
body election, | wish to make two 
points which | consider essential 
to this issue. 

First, the intervention of Dr. 
Butz into the ASSSC judicial pro- 
ceedings prior to the election was 
not on his own initiative, Rather, 
it was in response to a majority 
of the candidates who requested 
that he intervene in what they and 
1 consider to be an unjust and 
manipulative use of student gov- 
ernment processes. Dr. Butz’ 
decision to direct the elections 
coordinator to conduct the elec- 
tion was based on his appraisal 
of the facts presented, as well as 
the opinions of approximately 15 
students, mostly candidates and 
current ASSSC officials who came 
to his office to protest what they 
considered to be illegal use of 
executive power and judicial pro- 
cess by ASSSC President Steve 
Whitmore. 

Secondly, | made 16 reams of 
paper paid for by the Student 
Activities Office (which can also 
be considered ‘‘The Administra- 
tion’) available to the Elections 
Coordinator. She requested the 
paper and the use of the Activi- 
ties Office printing facilities with

In what may be only a striking 
parallel, but still is cause for a 
moment’s reflection, Tuesday’s

parallel is of passing interest 
only, but it is small things like 
that which stick in the mind, 
Walking over in the sunshine, 
I wondered whether Friedenberg 
would draw anywhere near 4s many 
as the Dick Gregory convocation 
had. ‘Youth: America’s Last 
Minority’’ had interested some 
600 to 800 people who were sitting 
quietly, conversing during the in- 
terim moments before his speech. 
Professor Charles Gregory, 
chairman of the Cultural Programs 
Committee sauntered up to the 
microphone as KERS’s remote 
broadcast team hurriedly tried to 





complete the connection, and 
announced that Friedenberg’s 
plane was late. With his ‘‘pagan 
pink’? open-throated polynesian 
festival shirt highlighting the faded 
and worn blue jeans, Gregory gave 
that tired smile usually connected 
ith days that have started off bad. 
The convocation gathering ex- 
pectantly received his news in & 
light-hearted manner, Only a few 
individuals stubbornly refused to 
wait, which made me think later 
that maybe they had known some- 


‘Coming of Age in America,”’ one 
didn’t expect Edgar Z. Frieden- 
berg to bear a vague resemblance 
to H.L, Mencken — slightly 
heavier, with curly hair and of 
course without a cigar, but none- 
theless that undeniable upper east 
coast bearing and appearance. 
Modesty, an underlying authority, 
expressed itself in his casual her- 
ringbone sports coat, gold tie, 
brown slacks and glasses, Though 
he walked slowly toward the raised 
platform in the Men’s Gym, 
Friedenberg seemed to bustle as 
if the plane delay had imparted a 
nervousness to him. 

Without further ado, after the 
introduction, he launched into what 
seemed an extemporaneous dis- 
sertation on the title of his talk, 
The central theme of his talk, 
centered around the recent Uni- 
versity of New York at Buffhlo

thing in commonalready,” he said, 
Following that he shocked the 
audience with a four letter 
indictment of American elitist edu- 
cation by saying, ‘‘Education is 
fucked!’’ 


From there the soft-spoken 
Steele went on to examine his 
years of education and what con- 
clusions he had come to about 
what the present does to the 


student, ‘‘Education is 98 per- 
cent procrastination,’’ he con- 
tinued, ‘““‘because you just can’t 
get interested in that bullshit they 
feed you,.”” Robertson, displaying & 
talent for dramatic effect, followed 
by saying, **Orderliness is an illu- 
sion which precludes an education 
is going on, Education occurs 
dramatically, and effectively when 
people are really turned on to 
something.” Dispelling the myth 
of elitist education, he explained, 
‘elitist education continues to fos- 
ter the distance between the 
students and teachers. Students 
want to be humans in search of 
real answers to questions in their 
own lives.”’ 


From there, Robertson entered 
into a description of the class, 
“Social Myths in America,’’ which 
caused both his and Steele’s sus- 
pension. ‘*The class was revolu- 
tionary in a sense since the 
students were allowed to set up 
their own learning schedules and 
situations. The last class of the 
semester we Dut on a mu!ti-media 
presentation with live nudes in 
statue positions. The topic of the 
class was about the truth of ob- 
scenity, Real obscenity lies inthe 
prudish, unrealistic moral beliefs 
of people today. This was proved 
by our immediate suspension that 
same day.”’ Though they were 
summarily suspended, both beat 
the rap before an academic com- 
mittee, thereby clearing their 
names of the unprofessional con- 
duct charges. Since then they have 
been on academic reassignment 
which means that they are unable 
to teach. In addition, they found 
out that at the end of the academic 
year, their contracts were not 
being picked up. Both plan to 
write and ‘‘get in on some music,”’

Constitutional change 


Another presidential candidate, Brent 
Limbocker, directed his reply to the 
ASSSC Constitution: ‘‘It is quite obvious 
the present constitution, respective sta- 
tues and election code are no longer 
adequate as an instrument of the people -- 
it’s been written in a way to benefit 
those in office.”” Limbocker maintained 
the answer to the election probiems lies 
in a constitutional change. 

Christine Saed, vice-presidential can- 
didate, was critical of Butz. ‘‘l don't 
think he was able to take all the infor- 
mation into account. If they {the student 
government and its boards) are to have 
authority, their decision should stand.” 

“In light of the recent action by Acting - 
President Butz, | am of the conclusion 
that action must be taken to properly 
define the relationship between the 
authority of the college president and 
existing auxiliary organizations,"’ ob- 
served Ron Denauit, candidate for 
president. 

Senate Chairman hopeful, Jim Austin, 
stood firmly behind Butz’s ruling. “‘As 
a citizen of the State of California, | 
recognize Otto Butz as a higher authority 
than the Board of Judicial Appeal in any 
such controversies on this campus.” 

A five-year student veteran of SSC, 
Jim Burchill, saw it the other way. ‘Otto 
Butz, in an afternoon, wiped out any 
autonomy the ASSSC had.”’ He cited the 
dangers of allowing a college president 
to dictate to student government and pre- 
dicted that the ASSSC will now only 
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ASSSC elections. . .

fullfil a “bank account function’’ and not 
the function of a powerful governmental 
body on the SSC campus. 

These sentiments were echoed again 
Wednesday by ASSSC President Steve 
Whitmore when he said, ‘To maintain 
the integrity of student government, we 
must work within the established pro- 
cesses and  procedures.”’ Whitmore 
stressed that the real concern is that 
student government has been circumvented 
by Butz. He called this “‘democracy 
subject to review by higher authority.”’ 

As the first day of voting drew to a 
close, Whitmore remained skeptical that 
the election would be held valid in any 
event, because of certain irregularities 
that occurred during the day of election. 
He cited the fact that campaign literature 
was still posted on campus at the time 
the polls were open, a violation of elec- 
tion procedure

Whitmore also reported that the State 
Hornet, which contained presidential and 
vice-presidential platforms, was removed 
from some of the distribution points, thus 
depriving late-comers on campus the 
oppertunity to be informed The news- 
papers on some stands were confiscated 
at noon by a smal! faction of irate stu- 
dents in a moment of pique. 

Will the elections be considered valid? 
Will a court of law have to make the final 
decision? Will there be another new 
and separate campaign in May? 

Only time will tell.
